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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argunnents are not persuasive. In 
response to Applicant's argunnents against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on connbinations of references. Although Applicant argues that Sony does not disclose the 
use of a signature or signature function, it is noted that Sony was not relied upon to teach the use of a signature, as stated in the 
previous Office actions. Applicant further argues that Sony is directed to nnutual authentication and therefore requires two untrusted 
devices. It is further noted that nnutual authentication, as performed by Sony, can be viewed as encompassing two simultaneous one- 
way authentication operations, and therefore when the reader/writer is authenticating the IC card, the reader/writer must clearly trust 
itself, even if the IC card is untrusted. Additionally, regarding Hoffmann, Applicant argues that Hoffmann requires two different keys, 
citing a transfer key. However, Hoffmann states that the random data MAY be enciphered and a transfer key MAY be used (column 2, 
lines 25-28); the Examiner therefore believes that Hoffman does not REQUIRE the use of two keys. 

Further, Applicant argues that there would be no motivation to combine Sony and Hoffmann. However, the Examiner believes that there 
would be a motivation to combine the references, as was stated in the previous Office actions; namely, to assist in the detection of an 
unauthorized or unauthenticated party by allowing the detection of unauthorized introduction of data into the transmitted data (see 
Hoffmann, column 1, line 61-column 2, line 6). 
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
